A THREE-ACRE FIRE 


Lumber Yards, Factories and Stables 
Destroyed In New York 

“New York, Oct. 4.—Fire in the 
vicinity of Twenty-fourth street and 
Eleventh avenue last night caused 
damage estimated at $1,500,000. The 
space swept comprises almost three 
acres of lumber yards, 
stables.

KEEP PLAGUE OUT 
OF UNITED STATES 


Elaborate Plans Already Made 
With Utmost Secrecy 


Washington, Oct. 6.—Every pos- 
sible precaution is being taken by the 
treasury department to prevent the 
transmission of cholera from infected 
countries in Europe to the United 
States. 

Officials of the public health and 
marine hospital service have for some 
time realized the danger of the dread 
disease coming into this country, and 
plans were made both here and abroad 
to reduce the possibility of its intro- 
duction here to a minimum. These 
plans were made with the utmost se- 
crecy because of the fear that the pub- 
lic might become unduly alarmed. 

That the efforts of the government 
officials to head off the disease were 
made in the nick of time was learned 
at the treasury department. Last 
Monday a sick man was taken from 
the steerage of the steamship Ger- 
mania and put under observation at 
the New York quarantine station. 
Health Officer Doty sent several cul- 
tures to the government laboratory 
here and an examination of these, 
completed last night, showed that the 
man was a victim of cholera.

The Portuguese 
“Marseilles” is the new national an- 
them, and the emblem of monarchy 
on the palace has been replaced by 
the flag of red and green, the colors 
of the Republican party, which is in 
complete control of the capital. 

There was fierce fighting in the 
streets of Lisbon and hundreds were 
killed before the rebels captured the 
city. Disorders at Oporto have been 
repressed by the troops, many regi- 
ments of which are said to be still 
loyal to the king. 

A report was circulated here late 
Jast night that the loyal troops were 
moving on Lisbon and that the revo- 
lutionists had been checked and were 
retiring in the direction of Monsanto. 

It is impos » to estimate the 
number of killed and wounded in the 
fighting, but it will reach far into the 
hundreds. The city has been con- 


siderably damaged by the bombard- 
ment of the insurgent warships The 
buildings occupied by the ministers 
around the Praca do Commercio and 
the Necessidades palace were made 
the particular targets of the sheils 
from the wars show the ef- 
ects by broken wal!s and turrets.

A few years after Galveston first be- 
gan to attract attention some civic 
workers In Des Moines began to study 
the subject of popular government in 
fundsmental fashion. They devised 
what has since become known as the 
“Des Moines plan,” which is simply 
the commission form of government, 


with certain interesting additions, 
known as the initiative, referendum, 
recall and nonpartisan primary. By 


the terms of the initintive provision a 
certain number of people are permit- 
ted to present a petition to the com- 
mission demanding the passage of a 
certain ordinance, and if the commis- 
sion sees fit to refuse the request the 
matter must be settled by popular 
vote. By the referendum provision cer- 
tnin matters, particularly the granting 
of franchises to public utility corpora- 
tions, must be approved by popular 
vote before they become law. By the 
terms of the recall provision, the pres- 
entation of a petition containing a 
certain number of signatures may 
force any member of the commission 
to submit the question of his coutinu- 
ance in office to new election im- 
mediately. The nonpartisan primary 
is simply an eliminating election. All 
candidates are nominated by petition

The minor variations of the commis 
sion plan are endless. Except where a 
stute has adopted a general law cover 
ing all cities of a certain class, it may 
be satd thut no two cities have char 
ters that are alike. Each charter re 
vision commission reviewed the 
work done tn other cities and has sage- 
ly made a few pet alterations in it. In 
Galveston, for instance, the mayor was 
the chairman of the commission; other 
wise he had no special duties. None of 
the members of the Galveston commis 
sion has specific control over any one 
department, although there has grown 
up the eustom of allowing each mem 
ber to spectalize {in a certain depart- 
ment, and before election it fs general 
ly understood which departments the 
cundidates expect to interest them 
selves in. All matters are decided by 
majority vote. The members of the 
commission are paid nominal salaries 
and are not expected to give all thelr 
time to the city and, In fact, slmply 
devote an hour or two a day to it. 

IIouston guve the mayor veto power 
over the vote of his four associates on 
the commission (he has never used 1t) 
and allowed the mayor to make cer 
tain appotutments, paid the members 
good salaries and demanded that the 
commissioners devote all their time to 
the city. Each member of the Houston 
commission becomes the active super 
intendent of one of the five depart- 
ments.

Never in our political history has any 

phenomenon of this nature been ex- 
amined with such minuteness or by so 
investigators. 
Gharles W. Ellot of 
Ilarvard mnide a tour of the commis 
sion governed cities, or “short ballot 
cities,” as he prefers to call them, and 
returned to Boston so enthusiastic that 
he was able to win over the town to 
an acceptunce of some of the funda- 
mental features of the plan. Another 
elaborate inquiry was made by a com 
mittee of the state legislature of Illi 
pols, from which everybody expected 
a hostile report. The committee, how 
ever, reported strongly in favor of the 
plan, stating that everywhere they 
found that it had won the approval of 
the people who lived under it. 

There have been mnany explanations 
offered for the undoubted reijative suc 
of the commission plan. The 
abolition of the wards, for example, 1s 
frequently quoted as an ample reason 
for the relative of the new 
plan. But there are many cities in the 
United States in which there are no 
Gfllveston itself had none be-

been a conspicuous success. There 
have been many other elected commis- 
sions, such as the trustees of the sani 
tary district of Ilinols, and they like- 
wise have never attracted attention by 
their superior efficiency. 

Another reasoned argument 
frequently used to promote the adop 
tion of the commission plan has been 
the statement that it is “like a busi- 
ness corporation with its board of di- 
rectors.” Like most catch phrases, 
however, this statement is only partly 
true. To be like a business corpora- 
tion the commission would have ta 
choose a business manager for the city, 
who in turn would appoint all subor- 
dinates and run the business of the 
city subject to periodical review by 
the commission. The commission plan, 
however (except in Galveston), actual- 
ly provides for the election of depart- 
ment superintendents by the 
holders—a form of organization which 
bas no parallel in business practice. 

Most of the explanations are only 
half true, because they involve a study 
only of the internal mechanism of the 
government, whereas the real differ- 
ence betweer the old and the new 
come at the point of contact between 
the ga-ernment and the people, as will 
be exp. ained in detail in later articles.

DESFERADUES 
RUSH KEEPERS 


Out of Sing Sing Prison 
GREAT BOLDNESS DISPLAYED 


Guards Beaten Ineensible With Butts 
of Their Own Revolvers—Assailants 


Scale Prison Walle and Escape by 
Climbing Down Rope—Fattest Man 
In Institution Among Those Who 
Have Disappeared 


Ossining, N. ¥., Oct. 8.—Aided by 
friends from the outside, five prison- 
ers escaped from Sing Sing prison 
after beating two guards nearly to 
death, and are thought to have made 
their way to New York. They have 
two revolvers and clubs. 

On the chance that they have not 
been able to get far from the prison, 
the woods and riverside are being 
searched thoroughly by armed guards 
and citizens. The ease and boldness 
of their escape has piqued the prison 
authorities more than any other es- 
cape in recent years, and they are 
making unusual efforts to recapture 
the men. 

The prisoners who escaped are Wil- 
liam Green of Ossining, the fattest 
man in the prison; Walter Brannigan 
of Mount Kisco, Robert Boylan of 
Brooklyn and Joseph White and Israel 
Blum of New York. 

All were confined in cells on the top 
tier of what is known as the chapel 
dormitory. This was formerly a part 
of the Protestant chapel, which had 
to be turned into a dormitory because 
of the crowding of the prison. 

One hundred and ninety-five prison- 
ers were asleep there, guarded by two 
keepers, who had locked themselves 
in to stay until 7 o’clock {in the morn- 
ing. 

Some one, it is believed, had smug- 
gled a pick lock in to the men, for 
about 2 o'clock all five opened their 
doors at the same time, and while 
four of them rushed the keepers, the 
fifth cut the telephone which com- 
municates with Warden Foster’s of- 
fice. The prisoners wrested the 
keepers’ revolvers from them. They 
did not shoot for fear of giving an 
alarm, but fought with the butts 
against the loaded clubs of the two 
guards. The two were finally beaten 
down, insensible, by weight of num- 
bers. 

While one of the men was binding 
and gagging them, the others were 
making a rope of their clothes and the 
bed clothing. They sawed through 
the bars of the window and made the 
line fast to one of the stumps, and 
then descended. Green, who weighs 
more than 300 pounds, apparently was 
the last to descend, for the rope was 
broken off nearly twenty feet above 
the ground, and two deep impres- 
sions in the soil showed where the big 
fellow, who is serving a sentence for 
highway robbery, had landed. The 
men then walked across the yard, 
climbed over the iron fence on the 
west side of the prison and dropped 
down on the railroad tracks. 

t was half an hour before their es- 


cape was discovered. The wild clang- 


ing of the bell, which announces a 
prisoner escaped, awoke the entire 
village. When {it was learned that 


five desperate armed men were at 
large several score men turned out to 
help find them. 

Those living on the outskirts of the 
village and in the farm houses up and 
down the river are greatly alarmed, 
and few women have dared to leave 
the house since the men got away. 

Green is a well known character in 
Ossining, where he was long the fat- 
test man in town. His girth fis enor- 
mons. He was arrested for highway 
robbery several months ago. The man 
who was held up and robbed swore 
that his assailant ran down a narrow 
alley. Green's defense was that it 
would have been impossible for him 
to get into such a narrow space, but 
the jury did not believe him.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


Defined by State Superintendent of 
Schools In New Jersey 
Trenton, N. J., Oct. 13.—State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Baxter denies stories to the effect that 
he had issued an anti-corporal pun- 
ishment edict. The story, he said, 
had its origin from a letter forwarded 
to the principal of the Mahwah school, 
who requested him to define just what 

}corpotal punishment meant. 

| The principal, being a new teacher 
in the state, was not acquainted with 
the New Jersey rules on the subject. 
In defining the law of corporal pun- 
Ishment, Baxter replied: 

Any means of inflicting physical 
pain, whether with the hand or the 
‘rod, or of causing undue physical 
weariness, is corporal punishment. 
Standing on one foot, holding down a 
nail, holding some form of weight 
with the arm extended, or any simi- 
lar test of endurance, is corporal pun- 
ishment 


CUSTOMS BARS LET DOWN 


Relief Supplies For Fire Sufferers Will 
Be Admitted Free 

Washington, Oct. 13.—Customs 
barriers between the United Statets 
and Canada have been broken down 
for aonations by Canadians for forest 
tire sufferers in the northwest. Col- 
lector of Customs Johnson at St. Paul 
was advised by telegraph that Cana- 
dian gifts of emergency foods and 
clothing ‘or the unfortunates may be 
admitted free as an act of internation- 
al courtesy. 

This action follows advices from 
Johnson, who has charge of the cus- 
toms district which embraces the 
fire-devastated area, reporting that 
Baudette and the territory for miles 
around had been burned, several hun- 
dred persons had perished in the 
flames and several thousand had been 
left homeless and destitute. Canada, 
the collector reported, is furnishing 
supplies of all kinds.

Nix Endorses Every Plank as 
Fdopted a° Rochester 


HE AGCEPTS HIS NOMIVATION 


Devotes Some Attention to Roosevelt 
In Discussing Attacks Up ~~ Courts 
and Says Various Institutions ur the 
Country Are Menaced by Doctrine of 
“New Apostle of Discord and Dis- 
se¢nsion” 


Treomson, N. Y., Oct. 13.—A large 
number of prominent Democrats of 
this state arrived here on a specia 
train to attend the formal notifica 
to John A. Dix of his nomination as 
the candidate of the party for gov- 
ernor. Wilson Bissell of Buffalo, 
permanent chairman of the recent con- 
vention, made the formal speech of 
notification. 

Mr. Dix made a speech accepting 
the nomination, in which he set forth 
the issues of the campaign. He 
pledged himself to an honest, capable 
business administration of the state 
affairs and against wastefulness and 


extravagance. 

“Never before,” he said, “has a 
political party made a more thorough, 
more straightforward and more com- 
plete declaration of its position upon 
the vital question concerning the peo- 
ple than was done by our party at the 
recent convention at Rochester. I 
Wish to plant myself squarely upon 
that platform and upon each and all 
of its planks 

Mr. Dix discussed upon the various 
phases of state affairs at length, and 
continued:

“In a word, we are at the parting 
of the ways. If the people of the 
state place the representatives of the 
Democratic party in power we shall so 
gdminister the public affairs as to se- 
eure to the citizens of the state of 
New York, regardless of party, liberty 
without license, progress without dis- 
order, retrenchment and economy in 
public expenditures without mean- 
ness, and that due respect and regard 
for constituted authorities which, 
while assuring to every man the full- 
est measure of his own rights, shali 
prevent any encroachment upon or in- 
terference with the rights of others.” 


Coward Held For Boy’s Death 

New York, Oct. 13.—Adolph Berg, 
21 years old, was arrested on a 
charge of homicide, accused of being 
the man who held 12-year-old Charles 
Fischer in front of him as a shield 
from a fusillade of sbots from the re- 
volver of Henry Greenwald. The boy 
was killed and Greenwald, when 
cornered, shot and killed himself.

SPAIN AN ARMED CAMP 


Troops Are In Readiness to Crush 
First Signs of Rebellion 

Madrid, Oct. 14.—Spain’s drastic 
military precautions to stamp out re- 
volt against Alfonso’s throne have 
come to a climax. For a fortnight 
troops have been massed in the bar- 
racks at Madrid, Valencia, Barcelona 
and other centres of dissension In 
Catalonia, the hotbed of agitation 
against monarchy, General Weyler, 
who declared that he would stifle the 


first signs of rebellion in blood, is 
the head of a great military force. 
Not alone the <¢ but Spain in 
its entirety, Is an armed camp. The

Parks said that he saturated some 


waste with oil and placed it against} 
the outside of the building about 16 
o'clock Sunday night, and set fire to 
it.

Then 
he sounded the alarm. In Setting 


the fire he selected a place where it 


would do the least damage. 


He was arraigned in court for 


setting the fire and pleaded guilty 


He was held in $1,000 for the grand 
jury. 


Parks who is 50 years of age, re- 


sides at 2 Town Hill street, and came 


to Qui from Connecticut.

unmarried. He has always borne an 


excellent reputation, and parties in 
Maine for whom he has worked speak 
of him in the highest of terms and 
give him an excellent reputation.

Mansfield, Who Was Named as Stop- 
Gap Candidate For Head of Bay

Wellman’s Airship Is Wrecked 
and Abandoned at Sea 


BREW RESCUED BY STEAMER 


Last Heard From Off Massachusetts 
Coast, the America Having Drifted 
Southward at Mercy of Wind Until 
It Was 250 Miles Off Cape Hatteras 
—All Previous Records For Dirigible 
Balloons Probably Broken 


New York, Oct. 19.—The dirigible 
balloon America, carrying Walter 
Wellman and his crew of five, was 
wrecked at sea fd abandoned. Well- 
man and the entire crew of five were 
rescued and are on their way to New 
York on board the steamship Trent 
of the Royal Mafl Steam Packet com- 
pany’'s line, plying between Bermuda 
ind New York. This information was 
conveyed in an official report from 
Captain Down of the Trent to his of- 
fice in the following dispatch:

O mere form of government will ! 

automatically produce good 

governinent. But forms can 

be devised that will automat- 
leally give popular government. The 
people’s will can be baffled or facfli- 
tated by the form of government. The 
people's work at the polls can be made 
obscure, complex and difficult, or ‘it 
can be made clear, simple and easy. 
Under the commission plan, with its 
short ballot, the people’s work is very 
clear, vesy simple, very And 
that is all the secret there is to the 
success of the plan. 

In theory citizenship Is the business 
of every citizen. But in pur old style 
city governments effective citizenship 
is one of the learned professions. To 
vote intelligently a citizen must “go 
into politics.”

There are pot so many 
as to cause a eltizen to depend upon 
tickets put together for him by pollt 
teal specialists. Each citizen can and 
loes make up his own ticket, and the 
function of the professional ticket 
making machines is thereby entirely 
disposed of. 

If the commission were composed of 
ten men instead of five the list of 
names would be longer than the aver 
age citizen would be likely to remem- 
ber for himself, and we should see a 
natural grouping of candidates and 
their election by groups instead of 
singly. Some “good government xasso- 
ciation” or some party machine, even 
on a ponpartisan ballot, would be sure 
to advertise tickets for the guidance of 
the voters, and In accepting these tick 
ets the people would be sharing their 
power with the ticket makers. 

The Short Ballot. 

The commission plan succeeds there- 
fore because it puts the power where 
the people can see it The vital fea 
ture is not the method of organization, 
but the method o% popular control.

The most marked phenomenon of 
commission government has been the 
increased interest of the pedple in 
their city government. Al! eyes have 
been focused on the city hall month

HAS LITTLE PERSONAL MONEY 


His Scheme Is to Sign Star Players, 
Place Ten on Each Club and Then | 
Sell Franchise to Wealthy Men—Ball | 
Tossers to Receive $10,000 Bonuses. 


On D. A. Fletcher’s gift of gab de- 
pends the success or failure of the | 
proposed new baseball league, which, | 
if it becomes a reality, will be a rival | 
to the two major organizations now | 
in existence, 


The promoter is not at all backward |_ __ 


about explaining his scheme to any | 
one who {is curious to know it. In 
substance it is something like this: 
Mr. Fletcher does not claim to have a 
large personal fortune, nor does he 
claim to have backing enough now to 
finance such a venture, although he 
says be has interested enough wealthy 
men in the plan to give him a good | 


His first move is to get the signa- 
tures of enough big league stars to his 
contract so that he will not have to | 
worry about lack of high class ball 
players when the time comes, All this 
fall he will bustle around among the 


| athletes and try to persuade them to | 


sign. His contract, the present one, 
is in the nature of an option, and 
there will be another one when or if 
the league materializes, 
Will Give Them Large Bonus. 

When a player signs the option he 
signs an agreement to put his signa- 
ture on the other contract when it is 
presented to him in February, and for 
this second signing he will receive a 
bonus of $10,000. That sounds like a 
lot of money when you consider the | 
number of players who will receive | 
bonuses, but in reality it isn’t so much. | 


i 


| If a man tried to buy the men out- 


right from the major league club own- 
ers there are few of them he could 
get for less than that sum. Instead 
of making useless offers to the mag- 
nates for their services Fletcher buys 
the players from themselves, and $10,- 
000 is the purchase price. 

It is Fletcher's intention to get signed 
options from about eighty of the best 
major leaguers. Then he will divide 
the elghty Into eight teams of ten 
players each, filling out the teams witb | 
Class A men and youngsters from the 
college, etc. Of course these latter 
will not get In on the largest bonuses. | 
When be has gathered his men he will 
go to wealthy men in each city which 
he intends to invade, show them the | 
club they can have if they will pay 
the price and tell them just how much 
it will cost. 


Fletcher’s Clever Scheme. { 

For instance, Fletcher might take a 
Ist composed of Cverall, Brown, 
Sheckard, Schulte, Hofman, Zimmer- 
man, White, Walsh, Sullivan and Tan- 
nehill, with a few youngsters thrown 
in, to a Chicago capitalist, sell this list 
to him for $150,000, pay the bonuses 
out of this sum and have some left for 
himself. The purchaser, of course, 
would hnve to expend another $100,000 
or $200,000 for a ball park. At the 
latter figure he would be investing 
$350,000. Mr. Filetcber figures that 
there are several wise capitalists, wise 
to the value of a baseball franchise, 
who would willingly part with $500,000 
if they could own a major league club 
in a clty Ike Chicago. In other towns 
his method of procedure would be the 
same. , 

The chief difficulty confronting 
Fletcher is to convince the players that 
they will not get into any trouble by 
signing provided the league should fall 
through. He contends that he will 
have so many stars signed up that the 
powers of organized baseball could not 
suspend or fire all of them without 
disrupting the present major league. 

Claims He Has Stars Signed. 

At present the promoter is said to 
have the signatures of many of the 
best men in the game. ‘There is no 
doubt he is fn earnest and that $10,000 
in a lump is a mighty good looking 
thing to the average athlete. None of 
the Cubs fs in on the venture despite 
Mr. Fletcher's effort to land them, 
They are too busy just now counting 
the receipts from the world’s series,

Hours After Assault 


Koston, Oct. 31.—John Taylor, an 
aged watchman, died last night as the 
result of a beating by three young 
men whom he detected Saturday night 
prowling about the property of the 
, Young Fish company in East Boston. 
John Boivin, locked up at Station 7, 
was first charged with assault, which 
was later changed to manslaughter 
When Taylor died. Two other men 
who are said to have been with him 
are still at large, but Taylor de- 
scribed them to fhe police. 

Discovery of the assault was not 
made until yesterday, ten hours after 
it occurred, when Taylor was found 
in the small shanty at the wharf at 
331 Marginal street, where he was 
custodian. 

James Burke was walking past this 
building when he heard groans com- 
ing from within. He found Taylor ly- 
ing on the floor with bruises all over 
his body. As Taylor w 67 years of 
age his condition was diagnosed 
erions at once, and he was sent to 
the Relief station. Before he died he 
was able to furnish a statement to 
Chief Inspector Dugan, on which the 
police arrested Boivin, who lives on 
Marginal street.
